It is not 
poaai'ul* that any statesman could be more 
completely discredited than he has been on 
this momentous question. He was in so 
great hurry to save us from a collapse 
by reason ol silver coinage that he made 
recommendations in relation to it, indirect- 
ly, to Congress, below .he was in»talled. 
He returned to the charge two years later, 
naTiog learned nothing by eiperience in 
the meantime. Bat Congress treated him 
as cavalierly on the second occasion as OT 
the first. 


There are now 275,000,000 standard dol- 


lars, represented by certificates, and 56,- 
000,000 in actual dollars in circulation. 
The latter amount could easily enough be 
trebled if the policy of issuing co notes un- 
der $10 had bean adopted. Fur a time $1 
and $2 bills were withdrawn, but somo in- 
terest not very well understood forced their 
reissue. It was said that these ehinplasters 
wsre necsssiry Jor the settlemsat ol small 
debts through the mails. We have now, 
all told, tmd« the operation of the so-' 
called Bland Act, $339,000,000 of standard : 
dollars, all in circulation except $8,000,- 
000. 
We will have to com four times as 


mueh before we have as much silver in cir- 
culation as Fiance, and Franca has bnt lit- 
tle more than one-half of our population. 


Failing disastrously on silver, Mr. Cleve- 


land made his second fight on the bnrpltis.
